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PEACE WITH GOD.

[ Concluded.] 
“ Acquaint now thyself with him, and be.at peace; 
thereby good shall come unto thee.” Job 22: 21. 
Il. Peace with God brings good toman. “Acquaint 
how thyself with him, and be at peace; thereby good 
shall come unto thee.” Peace with God brings rest 
to the soul. It takes away all dread of him. Past 
sins are blotted out, and all fear of the future because 
of them is taken away. This calms the troubled mind, 


nd fills the soul with joy.. “Therefore being justified | 


by faith, we have peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” In a sermon to his regiment the chap- 
lain related the story of a little girl who, when told 
that her father had gone to heaven, asked her mother 
“if she would not better begin to pack up too, and get 
ready to go?” One of the soldiers went to the chap- 
lain after services, and said: “I am glad you told us 
that story about packing up, it made the thing so plain 
tome. I haven’t much learning, and haven’t tried to 
understand these things much; but now I see through 
it all. I want you to help me pack up. Pray with me, 
chaplain.” While praying the earnest heart cried out, 
“Oh, do, Lord, help me! help me!” The Savior was 
there. “This poor man cried, and the Lord heard 
him.” Peace flowed into his soul, and he said, “I am 
happy now; I have found Jesur.’’ He had been shot 
through the right shoulder and the left leg, and lost an 
arm. “What of your body now?” one asked; “are you 
suffering now?” “Oh,” said he, “my woundsare noth- 
ing now. I can bear them all. I have peace within.” 

Peace with God gives joy and hope in death, for it 
takes away all fear of the future growing out of the con- 
sciousness of sin; and the believer can “rejoice in hope 
of the glory of God.” “The sting of death is sin,’’ but 
this sting is taken away, and the Christian can sing, 
“Thanks be unto God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” This is beautifully 
illustrated in the dying experience of St. Stephen. 
He perished by the hand of violence. They stoned 
him to death. “But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up steadfastly into heaven, and saw the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God.” 
Sustained by this glorious vision “he kneeled down, 
and cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to 
their charge. And when he had said this he fell 
asleep.’ Good came to him in that hour, for he was at 
peace with God. At the close of a long life of self- 
sacrificing labor John Wesley lay dying. The world, 
with all its scenes of pleasure and suffering, had faded 
from the field of his vision; but he was at peace, and 
eould say, “The best of all is God is with us.” A 
soldier, dying in the Orimea, requested a brother 
soldier to read to him this passage: “Peace I leave 
with you, my peace I give unto you; not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled; neither let it be afraid.” When this was 
read he said, “I have that peace. Iam going to that 
Savior. God is with me; I want no more,” and ex- 
pired. Through the knowledge of the Savior good 
eame to him. 

Peace with God brings eternal joy. It is the dawn 
of eternal life in the soul, and trusting in the wisdom, 
love, and power of God, David could say, “Thou wilt 
show me the path of life; in thy presence is fullness of 
joy; at thy right hand there are pleasures for evermore.” 
This hope which comes through peace with God has 
sustained millions in the hour of death. The acocom- 
plished and gifted Addison lay dying. He sent for the 
dissipated young Lord Warwick. He came and said, 
“Dear sir, you sent for-me. I believe and hope you 
have some commands. I shall hold them most dear.” 
“See,” said the dying man, “in what peace a Christian 
can die,” and breathed his life out like a sleeping infant. 

Peace with God brings strength to the soul of the 
believer. God says, “Let him take hold of my strength, 
that he may make peace with me; and he shall make 
peace with me.” This beautiful passage is illustrated 
and its meaning made plain by a little incident that 
ocourred in a Christian family. One of the little 
ehildren committed a fault, for which the father 
thought that he ought to chastise him. He called the 
little fellow to him, explained to him the nature of the 
wrong he had done, told him how greatly it had grieved 
him, and that he must punish him for it. The child 


and burst into tears. That father then could no more 
have struck that child than he could have cut oft his 
own right arm. He had taken hold of his father’s 
strength, and made peace with him. He had escaped 
his displeasure by running into his arms in humble 
penitence for the wrong he had done. Qh, sinner, 
would you turn away the anger of God, take hold on 
his strength, and make peace with him! Turn away 
from all sin, and rush into his arms. Of all who come 
to him thus he says, “I will love them freely; for mine 
anger is turned away.”

THE HOPE OF HEAVEN. 


BY REV. WARREN HATHAWAY. 

Faith in the existence of a future, enduring, higher 
life has been one of the universal, conserving influ- 
ences of human history. Yet if we respect the testi- 
mony of able observers we are forced to conclude that 
this hope seems at least to diminish with our progress 
—does not, as a power over the heart, keep pace with 
the increase of light and scientific knowledge. It is 
not difficult, I think, to find an explanation. Aside 
from Revelation this hope is intuitional rather than in- 
tellectual. In most minds it arises from instinctive 
feelings, instead of coming from any process of reason- 
ing. Consciousness of personal identity, with strong 
emotions of desire, faith, and love, make the thought 
of immortality a possibility and a power. 

Butas all blessings may be perverted, so our increasing 
light may be a hindrance instead of a help to our spirit- 
ual completion. If with thé increase of knowledge we 
are “puffed up,” rather than edified by recognizing 
Divine Wisdom; if we become so blind and gross as to 
suppose that all velitics are tangible, or within reach of 
the multiplied powers with which modern inventive 
genius has gifted us; if we turn from the still small 
voice of intuition and communion with God, conclud- 
ing there is nothing beyond the grasp of intellect, 
nothing that answers to faith, nothing correlated to our 
hope, but that a// that is kaowable or valuable to us is 
included in nature and the revelations of science, 
then we may be sure the hope of immortality will soon 
become vague and fade away like a dream. 

How true it is that “to be spiritually minded is life,” 
while “to the animal man the things of the Spirit are 
foolishness; he can not know them for they are spirit- 
ually discerned.” 

This results from a common law of our moral being. 
How soon we lose what we do not use! “Take there- 
fore the talent from him,’ is the judgment on all who 
refuse to improve the gifts bestowed. And everywhere 
“to him that hath is given, while from him who hath 
not, is taken away even that which he hath.” We 
know that vice breeds vice, while virtue increases vir- 
tue. If we look only at the earthy we soon become 
blind to the heavenly. If worldly good is our great 
hope how soon we lose all desire for eternal blessings. 
If the heart is fixed on sensuous treasures we soon 
cease to realiza spiritual realities, and the hope of im- 
mortality fades away. Alas, to how many the seen and 
temporal appear real and enduring, while the invisible 
and eternal are like fables and shadows! 

Like the.miser, who has no faithin benevolence; the 
coward, who no longer believes in heroism; the foul 
sensualist, who denies all purity; the tyrant, who dis- 
believes in mercy; the besotted, emasculate wretch, 
who denies all virtue and manliness—so he who has 
developed only the animal scoffs at the spiritual, and is 
faithless in regard to immortality. 

Bat another cause of this waning faith may be found 
in the popular descriptions of heaven, and the charac- 
ter that has been given to the future life. We make 
heaven attractive to the poor, by the promise of infi- 
nite abundance; to the weary, because there is rest; to 
the afflicted, because all tears are to be wiped away; to 
the aged, who long for repose—and we might add to 
the lazy, for as there is to be no toil their fondest hope 
will be changed to fruition. 

But the aspiring, energetic, strong, whose pulse-beat 
is a3 an inspiration to work—no/ like the slow roll of 
the muffled drum, but a reveille calling to action—the 
nobly enterprising who gladly welcome all the toil and 


heard him in silence, and then rushed into his arms’ danger in conquering the mountain, the desert, and the 





sea—that they may make the earth their own, that ao- 
cording to promise they may replenish, subdue, and 
have dominion—what bow of hope, we ask, bends for 
these over the portals of the future? The young and 
ardent whose hearts are filled with desires that em- 
brace all the truths of God and the treasures of his 
providence—where is their heaven? What if they fall 
in their noble quest—where will they be content? No 
matter how pure and reverent, they can not in this 
flush and gladness of being look with fond hope to the 
negation of an immaterial existence with an immaterial 
soul, or to the joys of an everlasting conventicle or 
love-feast. And who can wonder that to all who seek 
to calm the beating of their fervid hearts by noble 
action, by the pursuit of truth and goodness, that the 
heaven of our hymns and sermons tends to inspire in- 
difference instead of glowing desire? 

But we may rest assured there 7s a heaven for the 
young, the favored and happy; for all these high-beat- 
ing hearts may be as saintly a8 the poorest, the feeblest, 
the oldest, and the saddest. 

And then how arbitrary and artificial have been our 
conceptions of the future! Death fixing all destiny 
by ending all moral action—at least in one direction— 
while in the world to come we have on “either hand a 
palace and a prison,” with nothing for the saints and 
sinners but to sing and suffer endlessly. The one to 
writhe in anguish, and the other to be happy. One to 
praise, and the other to blaspheme forever. Despair 
and fruition. A limitless range of existence but not of 
life. 

While we may deplore the fact that faith in a real or 
personal immortality is growing weaker, we are sure 
the Gospel—the Christianity of Christ—is not respon- 
sible for the sad result. For the heaven of the Gospel 
is not a class-meeting, a presbytery, a conference or 
convention, it is not a temple, but it is symbolized by 
the one word that leads all to forget theology and think 
of love. It is symbolized by the one thing that is dear 
alike to the aged and the youthful, the weak and the 
strong, rich and poor, scientist and artisan, saint and 
skeptic; by the one word that, without regard to time, 
or tribe, or race, unites all hearts beneath all skies in a 
common affection, a common desire, and by the law of 
association brings it in warm reality near and precious 
alike to all. There is but one word or symbol that can 
perform this office, and that word our Savior used when 
hespoke of heaven. Not the conventicle, or council, 
or temple, but “the Father’s house’’—the home. How 
dear, how blessed, how precious, both to memory and 
to hope! 

See the stern, cold, exacting doctors leaving the 
ecclesiastic behind them at the ouier door, as they enter 
the dear domestic circle—the home, How different 
than in the church! They prove the possibility of a 
sudden, of an instantaneous conversion. The rigid, 
punctillious hierarch at once becomes the affectionate, 
gentle parent, as wife and children crowd to embrace 
and welcome. He has now no inclination to excom- 
municate and curse. There seems to be more goodness 
in man, more tenderness in-God. Fatherhood reigns 
supreme, and the place is redolent of love, joy, and 
peace. Qh, if our doctors and creed-makers had been 
in this truly divine spirit—if, as did the Master, they 
had “placed a little child in the midst” and thought of 
home, our theology would have been more truthful and 
the world to come would have been presented in a far 
more real and attractive light. 

I know that language is weak and imperfect in ex- 
pressing the spiritual, the supersensual, yet it is just 
here by the hearthstone, in the tender clinging and the 
strong defense, in the love and confidence so pure and 
perfect, in the childlike and the paternal, that we find 
the hope of the world and the blessed similitude of 
heaven. Here, in the one word home and its reality, 
“we have medicine for our healing, wisdom for our 
teaching,” peace for our anxiety, consolation for our 
bereavement, and hope for the world’s despair.

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BETTER ORGANIZATION.’ 


In the HERALD of December 23, 1836, may be found 
the action of the Indiana State Christian Conference 
relating to the most pressing need of the Christian 
connection—better organization. I desire to call at- 
tention to this action and, if possible, emphasize the 
importance of carrying it into effect. 

The preamble is brief, but amply comprehensive. 
Who is there of only a few years’ acquaintance with 
us that does not realize that want of system and hence 
of co-operation is the greatest, if not the only, thing 
that holds us back from the forefront in the Christian 
world where our grand principles should of right 
stand? But why have we not Jong since had a com- 
pact organization and systematic methods of work? 
It seems to be so clear as to need no answer. We 
have always held that conferences were only advisory. 
If the conference can lay no duties upon its members, 
neither cau the church. If neither can make and en- 
force demands, there is no government. Government 
implies authority, acknowledged by the obedient and 
enforced upon the disobedient. One says that Christ 
is all the authority we should recogniz2. He is Head 
over all things to the church, and we have no right to 
make demands contrary: to his teaching. The New 
Testament is the constitution of the church and con- 
ference, and every law of either falls if contrary thereto. 
Christ and his apostles are authority for organizing 
churches. Organization can not live without govern- 
ment; government can not exist without authority to 
enforce law; law presupposes legislative powers, and 
these a constitutional head over all. 

The Indiana State Conference, recognizing thee 
self-evident truths, lifts its hat to the Quadrennial and 
says, “Your obedient servant.” Just here the writer 
would drop a suggestion. The action of the Quadren- 
nial seems to contemplate a system of special finance 
under four general heads, collecting into a central 
treasury or treasuries and disbursing thence to locali- 
ties. Would it not be best that these departments 
should be represented in the several conferences in 
each state, and in each state conference; that collec- 


‘ tions within each conference be disbursed by said con- 


ference, except a certain per cent. which should go to 
state conferences? Likewise, state conferences for- 
ward a per cent. and control the remainder. Much 
dissatisfaction arising from unequal distribution 
might thus be avoided. 

We now desire to draw special attention to the sixth 
item of this report. It often occurs that a church or 
pastorate is served by a minister from another confer- 
ence. Such may not be acquainted with the enter- 
prises of the conference in which they are laboring. 
Other ministers may be careless or disobedient. In 
either case the churches under their care would not 
be called upon to discharge their duty. By the con- 
ference president visiting all churches in his jurisdic- 
tion as often as possible, he would infuse interest into 
these enterprises throughout the conference, see that 
ministers did their duties both to churches and con- 
ferences, and report’ any refractory pastor or church 
that might be openly disloyal to their obligations. A 
reasonable salary for said president, when equitably 
apportioned to the churches, would be light upon 
each, while each would derive great benefit from his 
visits. Through such a system we might soon effect 
such a harmonious co-operation as would make the 
Christian Church a mightier power than it has ever 
been. 

The seventh item is of importance to the churches. 
Do not fear that a creed is proposed to be fastened on 
the conscience. Jesus is our creed-maker. There is 
a great difference between a creed and a discipline. 
Creed relates to faith; discipline, to government. 
Our churches—most of them—are without church 
government. Such organizations are nearly, if not 
quite, dead letters. Why? Because each member is 
left to do, or not todo; go as you please, sit down, or 
lie in the shade. A colony of bees is wiser than we. 
God help us to take a lesson from nature, which is the 
voice of nature’s God. The constitution of the church 
(New Testament) gives the general principles of 
church government, but it is left to us to formulate 
the details in harmony therewith, and enforce specific- 
ally that which is outlined in the constitution. 

In regard to the eighth item I will say that while it 
may be true sometimes that too intimate acquaintance 
with the pastor breeds contempt, in such cases the 
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requisite acquaintance is very needful. Hundreds of 
churches are starving because the pastor sees them but 
once per month. If weak churches near to each 
other would form pastorates sufficiently strong to set- 
tle a pastor in their midst, where he could visit their 
sick or backsliding ones, and be near when needed for 
any emergency, he could be of much greater benefit to 
them. 

Let us shake off our lethargy and be what God and 
perishing humanity have a right to expect us to be.

REPLY, 


St. Paulis not forbidding women prophesying or 
preaching, but disorderly talking contrary to the law; 
and not to usurp authority, which they might do from 
superior numbers, but to be in subordination as the 
law directs. 

1. Imagine the same words spoken from the pulpit 
to young men in the present day who were disorderly 
in a meeting, and you will see the apostle’s meaning. 
The word women could be translated wives; that is, 
“Let your wives be'silent;” and speak might be trans- 
lated “talk,” so that it would read, ‘Let your wives 
be silent in the assemblies, for it is not permitted to 
them to talk (and ask questions in meeting), but ask 
the questions to their husbands at home.” Verse 35. 
We must understand the apostle to be consistent with 
custom, reason, and revelation. Of the forty writers 
of the Bible, not one except Paul is ever supposed to 
forbid women to preach or pray in public. Not a 
church in the world imposes on them absolute silence. 
Not one of the hundreds of discordant sects but per- 
nrits them to sing, pray, and teach Sunday-school 
children, which is suffering them to teach. Now I 
argue that what none practice, none should accuse St. 
Paul of commanding. St. Paul was really the patron 
of more women preachers than any other one prophet 
or apostle. It ishe who eulogizes the three women of 








Philippi, and Priscills,and Phoebe, and Mary, and Junia, 
and a host of women, elders, deacons, prophets, and 
teachers. And no one, were he living, would be more 
offended than St. Paul with the illiberal views attrib- 
uted to him on this subject. 

2. In I. Cor. 11; 5, St. Paul directs the dress of 
women when they prophesy or pray in public; com- 
mands the head-dress, crown, or diadem of authority 
for women in public assemblies, which is not permitted 
to men except to princes. And this custom obtains 
in our day; only the women wear their hats in church 
and at public gatherings indoors. 

3. Some of the female prophets named in the 
Scriptures are: Miriam, the sister of Moses (Exodus 
15: 20); Deborah, the mother in Israel (Judges 4: 4); 
Shaflum, among the Judges (II. Kings 22: 14); Hul- 
dah in the college (II. Chron. 34: 22); Noadiah, 
named by Nehemiah (6: 14); Prophetess named by 
I-aiah (8: 3); Anna, who first preached Christ in Jo- 
rusalem (Luke 2: 36); the four daughters of Philip, 
Paul’s host (Acts 21: ); those whose attire Paul 
directs (I. Cor. 11: 5, 10, 13). 

4. A prophetess is the preacher to whom God 
gives the word. (See Psalm 68:°11, N. V.) “The 
Lord gave the word, and the women that publish the 
tidings are a host.” 

5. Now suppose those twelve named above and 
this host named last to have been all under some man’s 
drilling, and all to be attired just as St. Paul directs, 
and that God gave the word, but some prophet com- 
manded them to keep silent!!! Who would have the 


superior authority, he or they? Whom would they : 


obey, God or that prophet? Should they obey the 
prophet and disobey God, think you there would be 
“silence in half an hour?’ (Rev. 8: 1.)

ORCHARD STREET MISSION. 

Thinking it would be interesting to my friends whom 
I meet but once a year at our annual conference to 
know what we are doing here in Middletown, and feel- 
ing assured of their sympathy in mission-work, I am 
led to write this article. 

For a long time I have felt that there should be some- 
thing done to reach the poor who, from various causes, 
did not attend the house of God. Just how to do it 
was a study; but one thing was certain, we needed a 
room to meet in which should be centrally located, and 
another, that the services must be of a strictly unde- 
nominational character and that it must not be a church, 
for a great many non-church-goers have very peculiar 
notions in regard to churches; and no wonder, with the 
different sects pulling this way and that, that a poor 
sinner is sometimes bewildered. With this work in my 
mind, which I had expressed to some of my friends, 
and feeling led by the dear Master, the way seemed to 
open so plain to us about three months 9g that we could 
no longer doubt. 

There was a large, unused school building, owned by 
the village, situated right in the very center of town 
which, we found, could be rented, and in connection 
with some temperance friends, we applied for this 
building and got it. Our temperance friends stipulat- 
ed that they should have it Saturday evenings and 
Sunday afternoons at 3 o'clock to hold temperance 
meetings and I should have it all the rest of the time 
for religious work, and that they would pay the rent 
and expenses for fuel and light, requiring only the col- 
lections taken. 

Well, we went to work in the name of the Lord, and 
we believe the great Master of assemblies has set his 
seal of approval. We have a Sunday-school of about 
one hundred in attendance; a special revival service 
every Sunday evening, with good congregations, and 4 
weekly prayer-meeting Thursday evenings, and best of 
all, precious souls are coming home toGod.

We print in full the above call for a convention of 
delegates from two associations of “Free Baptists,” one 
association of “General Six Principle Baptists,” and 
the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Christian Confer- 
ence, to meet soon in the Roger Williams Free Bap- 
tist Church, Providence, Rhode Island, as per above, 
for the purpose that we may comment thereupon. 

We concede at once the perfect right of our brethren 
to meet in convention whenever and with whomsoever 
they please. We believe in the inalienable privilege 
of believers to unite in Christian endeavor, and enter 
every open door for the accomplishment of good, and 
rejvice to add that along these lines of spiritual activ- 
ity and in defense of these principles the Christian 
Church has ever stood in the front rank. In pressing 
forward in this mission the Christian Church, however, 
has not found it necessary in its past history to inaugu- 
rate a new institution, to enter into “organic union” with 
another religious organization merely to carry forward 
these interests. Is it not true that the union efforts of 
believers are becoming more and more the rule in special 
religious work throughout the Christian world? But 
when or where has it been deemed necessary to the 
success of such union efforts that additional institu- 
tionalism in “organic unions” be superadded? 

The assumption is that Christian work by organized 
Christians will be more successfully carried forward by 
organizing additionally tor ‘Christian work!” In this 
strange procedure the only increased element is that of 
organization for “Ohristian work” of those who were 
before organized for “Christian work,” all organiza-

that the organization of the Christian Church on the 
entire Word of God, and as near as we can conceive ot 
it, as founded by the Lord Jesus Christ, is incomplete 
for “Christian work,’ and must therefore be “added 
to” or “taken from” in order that successful Christian 
work may be accomplished. It occurs to us.that it is 
incumbent upon our friends, the leaders in this union 
effort (?),to show up fallacy in the position of the 
Christian Church for “Christian work” before proceed- 
ing to organize and legislate beyond our present base 
of action. 

The Christian organization has ever been ready—nay, 
anxious—to unite with any and all the followers of 
Jesus in “Christian work,” though by a legitimate in- 
ference the action of certain brethren would seem to 
indicate otherwise. But, moreover,it is known that 
we have a standing committee on Christian union ap- 
pointed by the highest representative body in the 
church—“The American Christian Convention’—to 
take cognizance of all interests of this nature, call con- 
ventions, and otherwise suggest action. If the entire 
subject of the union so-called had been referred to this 
committeo, so far as the Christians are concerned, then 
not only would the leaders in the aforesaid union effort 
have been relieved of a weighty responsibility and the 
ground for any suspicion have been entirely removed, but 
the earnest consideration of the subject would have 
been urged by the entire body East and West, North 
and South. If, as we most sincerely hope, our brethren 
who are in the forefront of this ‘new departure’ are 
really intending a genuine Christian union on Bible 
principles alone (though we can not approve the course 
taken), then why not submit the entire matter to the 
committee appointed for this ‘mission, and through it 
allow the entire Christian organization to work with 
them? If the union upon which a few of our min- 
isterial brethren have entered “organically” be along 
the lines of Bible truth, as clearly revealed in the 
Word of God, the entire body of the Christian Church 
will indorse by the proper committee, or a convention 
called by it, and with almost if not entire unanimity 
we will work together. But if the movement referred 
to be upon principles of belief or action less worthy or 
other than those already presented, it will be evident 
that those identified with the union are not in accord 
with the position of the Christian Church. In this 
view of the case, which we sincerely hope may not be 
correct, the question before these brethren will be 
whether they should not at once announce such radical 
change in their convictions and practice, and accept 
the logic of events. 

In this we assume nothing, but represent the prevail- 
ing thought in the Christian Church East and West, as 
we are assured, and seek nothing but the best interests 
of all. If on any of these points the church at large 
is in error we shall be delighted to have the brethren 
interested in the union make the necessary correction 
throvgh the columns of the HERALD.

EASTER CALL. 


The Executive Board of the American Christian 
Convention, in naming dates for the general collections 
by our brotherhood, which the Qaadrennial Conven- 
tion at New Bedford ordered the secretary to take, 
appointed Easter Sunday (or the nearest Sunday 
thereto on which public service is held) as the day on 
which all our churches should take up a collection for 
the Convention itself. 

The Convention, the representative body of the 
Christians, has never, since the abolishment of the 
syatem of paid membership, had any regular income, 
and not much income of any kind. Its usefulness has 
been limited by that fact; and our people have lamont- 
ed the lack of activity in our goneral measures. 

At New Bedford the Convention determined to 
take hold of the general work vigorously. For this 
purpose we need funds to be used by the Convention 
itself for the following purposes: 

1. Expenses of the secretary's office, such as post- 
age, stationery, printing, ete. 

2. Traveling expenses of the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Board. 

3. Salary ot the secretary. (Out of this he pays 
one clerk all the time). 

4. Printing of forms and blanks, to be used by con- 
ference presidents and clerks in connection with the 
Convention, in the getting the general work started. 

5. Traveling expenses of the secretary in visiting 
the conferences and churches. 

The aggregate needed for this year is at least $995. 
If the secretary should open an office in “some cen- 
tral city,” the sum needed would be $2,595. For 
opening such an office would cut him off from the 
support of his ministry, and impose the expense of 
office rent. But it is hardly likely that in this first 
collection this sum will be received; and I regard it 
as highly improper to contract a debt and load down 
this work in its beginning. Hence I only ask. the 
brethren at this time for the sum of $995, which will 
barely cover the estimated necessary expenses (in-

THE EVERLASTING BUILDING. 

“Building up yourselves on your most holy faith.” 
Jude 1: 20. 

Introduction—This is an age of building. Costly 
mansions take the place of the log-cabins, and the 
stately barn stands where once stood the old straw- 
shed. Villages and towns have become large cities of 
commerce. The printing-press and telegraph brings 
the entire world together, and sets our race around one 
common hearthstone. Instead of gathering the news 
trom our immediate neighborhood, we receive intelli- 
gence from the entire world in a single day. Compar- 
ing the present with the past, we may well say man 
is a wonderful being to build. Our text refers toa 
building, and though short contains a world of mean- 
ing. Not a building that the fire-fiend can destroy, 
but the everlasting building of character. This is a 
temple that all must build—each for himself. 

-I. Now there are two things essential to a good plan 
in building; namely, visibility and beauty. We build 
the ship for sea, the engine for land, and the balloon 
for air. God's works never lack these two essentials. 
Only in the work of man do we find defects. When 
God is the builder believers become living stories in 
the temple of eternal truth. 

II. Another phase of the subject is found in man 
becoming the builder, and whose life-work is that of 
building up himself. This is the invaluable term 
alluded to in the text. Building up character is the 
important work, the sublime end of man’slabor. Asa 
design or model of character Christ is the greatest that 
has ever lived. And as the mechanic or artist studies 
his mode), so the Christian must study the character of 
Christ in order to succeed in his purpose and aim of 
life. 

IIl. The material used is another great essential in 
building. We not only need a gocd foundation but 
also first-class material. We build character to last, 
etc, Men try hard to build up a great name, to invent 
political systems and mercantile enterprises, but after 
all the only imperishable thing they can secure is char- 
acter. It determines man’s value in the universe. 

IV. The removal of rubbish is another essential 
in building. Habits and faults foreign to the spirit of 
Christ must be abandoned, and the heart opened to the 
admovitions of the truth. 

V. All the law of divine architecture can be found 
in the life and teachings of Christ. Study his self- 
sacrificing devotion to our race in his disinterested 
love and his meek disposition, and learn the true phi- 
losophy of character building.

NOTES. 


The wife of a Japanese senator has started a ‘Society 
of Love” for Japanese women, whose members make 
fancy-work to raise funds to support a school or a 
Bible-woman. The Bible is read aloud at every meet- 
ing. 

A Japanese contributor to the Japan Daily Mail 
says: “My settled conviction is that what is most 
needed—what lies at the very root of the whole ques- 
tion—is the regeneration of society in general by the 
adoption of Christianity. That which really prevents 
the elevation of the position of women from being car- 
ried out in this country is not the insufficiency of their 
personal qualifications, but the moral tone of the social 
atmosphere. It is now high time for the sake of 
Japan’s national reputation that her people should 
completely regenerate the whole social atmosphere. 
And is it possible to do so without deep and serious be- 
liefs? And what religion is there that deserves atten- 
tion if it be not the religion of Christ, the teachings 
of which constitute the basis of all western civiliza- 
tion. Of all the religions on earth, Christianity is the 


only one which practically recognizes the eyuality of . 


women with men. Its spirit permeates every depart- 
ment of society in the West, every branch of litera- 
ture, and every trifling detail of political institutions. 
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The adoption of Christianity is, therefore, at the bot- 
tom of the reform in hand, as it means the regeneration 
of society and the direct as well as indirect elevation of 
woman’s status.” 


Of the Chinese, Gen. Grant says: ‘My visit through 
China was a pleasant one, though the country presents 
no attractions to invite the visitor to make the second 
trip. From Canton to Peking my reception by the 
civil and military authorities was the most cordial 
ever extended to any foreigner, no matter what his 
rank. The fact is the Chinese like Americans better, 
or rather perhaps hate them less, than any other for- 
eigners. The reason is palpable. We are the only 
Power that recognizes their right to control their own 
domestic affairs. My impression is that China is on the 
eve of a great revolution that will land her among the 
nations of progress. They have the elements of great 
wealth and great power too, and not more than a gener- 
ation will pass before she will make these elements 
felt.” Grant often said that the four greatest men he 
met abroad were Beaconsfield, Bismarck, Gambetta, 
and the Chinese statesman, Li Hung Chang. Japan, 
however, interested him more than any country in the 
world, except his own and England. Of Japan he 
says: ‘We have now been in Japan for nearly a month. 
My reception and entertainment has been the most ex- 
travagant I have ever known, or even read of...... This 
is a most beautiful country and a most interesting peo- 
ple. The progress they have made in their changed 
civilization within twelve years is almost incredible. 
They have now military and naval academies, colleges, 
academies, engineering schools, schools of science, and 
free schools for male and female, as thoroughly organ- 
ized and on as high a basis of instruction as any coun- 
try in the world. Travel in the interior is as safe for 
an unarmed, unprotected foreigner as it is in the New 
England States. This is marvelous, when the treatment 
these people and all Eastern peoples receive at the 
hands of the average foreigner residing among them 
is considered. I have never been so struck with 
heartlessness of nations as well as individuals as since 
coming to the Kast. But a day of retribution is sure 
to come. These people are becoming strong, and China 
is sure to do so also. When they doa different policy 
will have to prevail from that imposed now.”

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuinaron, D. C., February 28, 1887. 
The sensation of the week at the capital was the 
attempt and failure in the House of Representatives to 


pass the Dependent Pension Bill over the President’s | - 


veto. Crowds of spectators filled the galleries, and the 
debate, which was quite interesting, at times became 
exciting by interruptions, personalities, and stinging 
retorts. There was much noise and confusion, and the 
scenes upon the floor were such as have not, within a 
long while, been witnessed there. 

Three hundred members were present at the time the 
vote was taken, and 200 affirmative votes were there- 
fore necessary to pass the bill over the President's veto. 
But the final vote was 175 yeas to 125 nays, which 
showed that 29 Democrats changed their votes since 
the bill originally passed. 

To what extent this veto by the President and the 
support given him by the House will enter as elements 
in the great political campaigns of the coming year can 
not be clearly predicted, but that these points will be 
worked for all they are worth by the leaders of the Re- 
publican party admits of little doubt. 

It was a right courageous act on the part of the 
President to veto this bill, knowing the hostile senti- 
ment that it would arouse against him throughout the 
country. It is conceded that the D smocrats also who 
first voted for the measure and then determined to sus- 
tain the President, exhibited a good deal of courage, 
although it will be charged in the case of some of the 
Northern members who changed their votes that their 
motives were not wholly disinterested. 

Hon. 8. 8. Cox, the New York Congressman, who 
has been quite ill ever since New Years, left his room 
for the first time to be driven to the Capitol, so that he 
might vote to sustain the President’s veto. He looked 
wan and worn, and required the aid of a strong cane in 
moving about the floor. He entered the hall quietly 
and almost unnoticed, so that when his name was an- 
nounced in the roll-call and his voice responded “No,” 
everybody looked up in surprise. In a moment he was 
surrounded by his colleagues who were disposed to sub- 
ject him to a more vigorous handshaking than his weak 
condition justified. 

President Cleveland was the first to learn that the 
pénsion bill had been defested. Before the roll-call 
had been completed Speaker Carlisle handed a small 
piece of paper to his clerk, who was waiting, and who 
rushed immediately for the telegraph office in the cor- 
ridor. Immediately the instrument was ticking, and 
before the reading clerk had finished the list, and be- 
fore the vote had been announced in the House, the 
President in the Executive Mansion knew that his veto 
had been sustained. 

Work is accumulating with great rapidity upon the 
President’s hands as the Congressional session draws 
toaclose. He remains at his desk long into the night 
examining bills and transacting other business. His 
determination last year not to go to the Capitol during 
the last hours to hurriedly sign bills which he had not 
been permitted to examine, gave great satisfaction then, 
and he will doubtless adhere to the same course at the 
approaching adjournment. The best men in Congress 
of both sides thoroughly approved of his resolve not to 
make laws by effixing his name to measures which he 
had no chance to learn anything about. 

The President has said in the last few days that he 
did not see any special necessity for calling an extra 
session of the Fiftieth Congress, though it is possible 
he may ask the Senate, which is a permanently organ- 
ized body, to remain in session beyond the 4th of 
March. There are some important nominations which 
he wants to submit, but which he is not sure he will 
have time to decide upon before the end of this session. 
Awong them are the Interstate Commerce nominations 
and those for Secretary of the Treasury and United 
States Treasurer. 

The question has arisen as to the President’s power 
to appoint the Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
after the adjournment of the Senate. Some of the 
Senators argue that the Constitution does not empower 
the Executive to appoint, during vacation, to a newly 
created office which is to be filled by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. Others hold that there 
ia no difference between filling a new office and a 


vacancy that may occur during a vacation of the Senate, 
and that there are decisions by Attorney-Generals cov- 
ering the point.

Converting Straw Into Manure. 


In the West the object is to feed one- 
third of the straw-stack, and convert 
the balance into manure as rapidly as 
possible. The straw trampled under 
foot by the cattle will not thoroughly 
‘rot within a year if left to itself. To 
rot and fine it, it must be stirred about, 
and the swine can be made to do this 
work. If the hogs are fed on the straw 
once a week they will move the entire 
mass, unless quite deep, rooting after 
stray grains. If their noses do not get 
to the bottom of the heap, sharpen a 
heavy stake and prod it through the 
straw; then withdraw it and drop shell- 
ed corn or oats iato the hole. In this 
way a hole can be made every few feet 
over the pile, and the hogs will turn the 
manure thoroughly A hog's snout isa 
very cheap and effective manure hook. 
The hogs must not be allowed to lie on 
the rotting straw, a3 this is almost sure 
to produce dis-ase among them. They 
become too warm, and then when they 
come into the open air they contract 
colds, catarrbal or pulmovary diseases 
If the hogs are used as above reccm- 
mended, straw can be converted int 
well rotted and fined manure within sis 
-months; and if the strav-s'ack is put ox 
level ground, not much will be lost dur- 
iog this rapid conversion. When from 
.twelve to eighteen months are required 
jor the rotting of the manure (and this 
time will be required when deep masses 
are not disturbed), and the straw is on a 
side hill, not a little of the value of the 
manure is lost by being washed down 
hill.— American Agriculturist for Janu 

ary. 





Squashes should be gathered immedi- 
ately after the first frost severe enough 
to wither the leaves so they will no longer 
afford protection to the fruit. Cut the 
vine close to the stem of sll hard speci- 
mens, carrying the squashes into con- 
venient wind rows, but not piling upon 
each other. Hereethey should remain 
for two or three days, until the stems are 
dried a little, when they are hauled to 
the barn to be stored until freezing 
weather. é 

The question is oftened asked: Is there 
any value to cob meal, and will it pay to 
have the cobs ground? If the cobs were 
to be ground separate, and the meal fed 
to the cattle unmixed with the corn meal, 


it is very doubtful if it would pay; but 
when the corn is ground with the cob 
and the meal thus mixed, it is believed 
by those who have tried it that it will 
pay—in fact, that it would pay even if 
the cobs contained no nutritive qualities, 
because of the mechanical effect which 
the cob meal has on the corn meal in the 
animal’s stomach.
